Not Rich Lowry. 


United States officers who went from 
Macon to Coffee county to arrest Edward 
Lowry, a half breed Indian, on the charge 
of operating an illicit distillery, have re- 
turned from Savannah, where they carried 
Lowry for trial. They are of the opinion 
that Edward Lowry is not Rich Lary, 
though Edward bears some resemblance 
to Rich, and is a splendid specimen of man- 
hood. Marshal Corbett and Deputy Mc- 
Rae once went to Sparks, Ga., to examine 
Edward Lowry on the idea that he was 
Rich Lowry, but they were convinced that 
Edward was not Rich. The officers say 
that when they reached Waycross yester- 
day with Edward Lowry the report was 
circulated that the officers had Rich Lowry, 
and a large crowd collected at the depot to 
see the notorious desperado, and much in- 
terest was awakened. The general im- 

ression in Macon is that the bones of Rich 
wry are bleaching in the woods not very 
far the scene where Captain Jobn 
‘C. Forsyth was assassinated. It is be- 
lieved that his confederates in the For- 
syth murder killed Lowry to keep from 

aying him the money they had promised 

im if he would kill Forsyth, and to pre- 
xent him testifying in court in the celebra- 
ted Luther A, Hall et al. trial, for he knew 
too much for their good. It is very prob- 
able that Rich Lowry will never be féund 
alive. 

Military Resicnations. 


It will be observed that quite a number 
of officers are resigning from the different 
military organizations of the state. A large 
number of privates and some commissioned 
officers are also being dropped from com- 
panies in different parts of Georgia for 
non-payment of dues. Why is this’ Some- 
thing seems to be radically wrong. It is 
alleged that this state of affairs is due, in 
part, to the illiberality of the legislature 
and exactions imposed upon the men. 
There seems to be a spirit of discontent 
among a large part of the military which 
the legislature must correct. The volun- 
teer forces of Georgia must not be dis- 
rupted. They must be built up and strength- 
ened. 

An Excursion Train. 


Commendng tomdrrow the . Georgia 
Southern and Florida road will run a reg- 
wlar weekly passenger train between 
Tifton, and intermediate points, and Ma- 
eon. The train will run only on Saturday. 
This is done to allow the people along the 
line of the road one special day to come to 
Macon at reduced rates to trade. The 
train will leave Tifton about 5 o'clock in 
the morning, reaching Macon at 10 o'clock 
a. m. Returning it will leave Macon for 
Tifton about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
It is calculated that the train will do a 
large business. It will no doubt be a suc- 
cessful shoofly. 

County Cash Books. 


The expert committee composed of 
Messrs. T. O. Chestney and R. W. Jemi- 
son, who were recently appointed to ex- 
amine the books of the tax collector and 
county treasurer, will, in their report to 
the grand jury on Monday, recommend 
that the state should furnish uniform cash 
books to the tax collectors, and also tax 
receipts. Under the present practice the 
state furnishes nothing but a tax digest. 
A cash book could be so designed that any 
expert could tell in a few hours the condi- 
tion of the tax collector’s office. As is now 
the case the collector has to furnish his 
own tax receipts. These should be sup- 
plied by the state, and it is suggested that 
they should be of different color each year. 
This would prevent deception, etc., on the 
part of the taxpayer on election days and 
at other times. The city of Macon has a 
rule to make each year’s license blanks of 
different color.

A WHITE CAPPER CONVICTED. 


A Verdict Against Dr. Dan Rodgers 
Carroll Court. 

Carrollton, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—The 
trial of Dr. Dan Rodgers, who was charg- 
ed with being the leader of the white cap 
crowd that whipped Bowens, Britts, Hason 
and White, on the 23d of March, ended 
this evening. ‘The case gvas given to the 
jury at 3 o’clock and the jury made a ver- 
dict in forty minutes. It read: ‘We, the 
jury, tind Dr. Dan Rodgers guilty.’’ The 
jury owas unanimous for conviction of 
Dr. Rodgers. The defense made an at- 
tempt to prove an alibi for Dr. Rodgers 
on the night of the whipping, but the jury 
did not believe the story of the defense. 
The verdict of the jury is approved by 
the people of Carroll as a general thing. 
The defense attempted to impeach the oath 
of Lum Britt aud Mary KE. White. 

Dr. Rodgers’s attorneys will make a mo- 
tion for u new trial at once. 

There are ten other true bills against Dr. 
Rodgers, but he will not be tried on the 
others at this court. Dr. Rodgers is weil 
connected in Carroll and Coweta counties. 
He will be sentenced tomorrow. ‘he trial 
lasted about three days. The trial of the 
other rioters will begin next Monday. Two 
of the defendants who have confessed being 
in the riot crowd and who swore before the 
grand jury, refused to swear on the trial of 
this case.

Yesterday afternoon 
the case of the state vs. Thomas Henderson, 
charged with the murder of Thomas Jordan, 
colored, was taken up. A jury was secured 
in a very short time and most of the testi- 
mony was given in before night. The evi- 
dence was closed at Y o’clock this morning 
and the argument of counsel began. Colone 
Emmet Womack, representing the defend- 
aut, spoke about an hour and twenty min- 
utes and made a strong speech in behalf of 
his client. Solicitor General John 8S. Candler, 
representing the state, closed the argument 
in a forcible speech of an hour and a quarter 
in length. Judge Clark delivered an excel- 
lent charge, giving a clear exposition of the 
law as to murder, manslaughter and justiti- 
able homicide, and the case was submitted 
to the jury shortly after 12 o’elock. The 
evidence in the case was in substance as 
follows: Between sundown and dark on the 
18th of March, Thomas Henderson and his 
cousin, Toney Henderson, were coming from 
Social Circle in a wagon, and when they 
got near the house of Thomas Jordan, 
colored, they saw him about forty yards from 
the road cutting lightwood from a pine 
stump. Thomas Henderson told his cousin 
to stop the wagon, saying “yonder is that 
negro, Tom Jordan.” He called to the negro 


of 


‘and asked him to come out to the wagon. 


The negro declined, ns ting that his time 
belonged to some one else. Henderson then 
said: “If vou will not come to me I will 
go to you,’ and got out of the wagon pnt- 
ting a pistol in his pocket at the time, and 
walked to within twelve feet of the negro. 
Henderson’s cousin testified fhat at this time 
Henderson asked the negro for the payment 
of some money, and that the negro said 
“T am tired of fooling with you and will 
split your d—d head open if you don’t leave 
here,” and at the same time raised his ax 
and took two or three — toward Flender- 
son; that Henderson quickly drew his pia- 
tol and fired at the negro and that just as 
the pistol was pointed at the negro he turned 
around and bent over as if to dodge; that he 
cried out, “Oh, Lord” immediately after the 
pistol was fired and began to run away and 
that Henderson fired two more shots to the 
left of him. He fell about forty yards from 
where the first shot was fired and died in a 
few minutes. One of the state’s witnesses 
testified that the negro cried ont before the 
first shot “Oh, Lord, don’t shoot me,” but 
two others stated that after the first shot 
he said “Oh, oh!’ The ball entered his back, 
a little to the left of his backbone and lodged 
just under the skin near his right nipple, 
and a little to the right of his breastbone 
having ranged upward in its course. One o 
the state’s witnesses stated that he heard 
the firing, overtook Henderson in the road 
shortly thereafter and that Henderson told 
bim that the negro had drawn an ax oa him 
and he had shot to hit the negro and thought 
that he had hit him, and asked the witness 
to go back and see if the negro was dead. 
he jury returned a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter this afternoon. They were out on the case 
four hours and twenty minutes. The de- 
fendant will be sentenced tomorrow,

She arrived im the city last night from 
Savannah and at once went to the Toomer 
hotel seeking information about her husband, 
who left her two weeks ago, and from whom 
She has not received a line since. Meeting 
disappvuiatinent in her mission she retired to 
the parlor of the hotel, wuere she was found 
soon after weeping {ike her heart wouid 
break. When approacued by The Constitu- 
tion represcutauve with regard to the source 
of her trouble, between her sobs she said: 

“Leave me, please; oh, do leuve, and ict 

me die, if possible, tor my heart aches like 
a tooth.”’ 
_ Being pressed for an explanation she 
finally said that she was Mis. 
Dr. West, of Savannah; that her 
maiden name was Miss Annie ~ Williains 
and for a long time she had made ber home 
in Savannah with an uncle, her parents be- 
ing dead. Six mouths ago she said she 
met Dr. West and soon learned to love 
him, and listened to burning words ef love 
from his lips in return. ‘lhe courtship was 
brief but interesting, and a marriage soon 
followed. She left home with the smooth 
talking Indian doctor who had 30 complete 
ly wou her young affections and up to two 
weeks ago, her married life was {full- of 
bliss and happiness, 

Three weeks ago, while the Kickapoos 
were “doing’”’ thé town of Elberton, an in- 
spector Lamed Hunter, from the head office 
of the concern appeared on the seene. 
Hunter stayed a day or two and returned. 
Shortly after Hunter left McCormick, inan- 
ager of the company, received a letter con- 
taining this significant paragraph from the 
home office of the concern: 

We learn from Mr. Hunter, our inspector, 
that Dr. West has his wife traveling } with 
him. You know this is against the rules of onr 
company. We have no voice in Dr, West's 
domestic affairs, but we have a decided voice 
in the conduct of our company, and he must 
either send his wife away or leave our empl 
ment. No wonder you are doing no business 
as it is our experience—and there is no doubt 
about the fact—a paleface white woman is 
always a Jonah to a company. In fact we con 
sider a2 woman in any connection a drawback 
and a Jonah. 

West secured “the letter and showed it 
to his wife and told her she would have to 
go. She agreed to go back home and stay 
awhile and left for Savannah, her husband 
pene to write her every day and send 
1er money every week. The company came 
to this city, had a misunderstanding and 
disbanded, West left, notifying the post- 
master to forward his mail to Reidsville, N. 
©, He has not been heard of since, Mrs. 
West has telegraphed to Reidsville and sey- 
eral other —" inquiring about her mis- 
sing liege lord, but the reply invariably 
comes, ‘‘No such person to be found.” She 
is here without means, and js sorely dis- 
tressed. She says it is hard to believe 
that West has deserted her and she fears 
that he has been killed or been the victim

- Lewis Redwine was indicted again yes- 
terday by the United States grand jury. 
In March he was indicted in a general way 
for embezzlement from the Gate City bank. 

@he new indictment chdrges him with 
paying two drafts signed by Thomas Cobb 
Jackson, each being for $5,000. 

Both drafts were made in New York, or 
dated there, July 14, 1891. One came on 
here direct to the Atlanta National bank, 
aud was presented by that bank to the 
Gate City bank, on which both were drawn. 

The indictment charges that Lewis Red- 
wine, the assistant cashier of the Gate 
City bank, paid the first draft on July 17th, 
knowing at the time that Tom Cobb Jack- 


son did not have any money on deposit in 


the bank. In this he is charged with wil- 
fuily misapplying the bank’s tunds. - 
wine did*not enter the draft on the bank’s 
books, but concealed it in a drawer where 
be kept his private papers. 

On July 2ith he paid the second draft 
for $5,000, it having also come to the At- 
lanta National bank, by which it was pre- 
sented to the Gate City for collection. 
This draft Redwine is accused of having 
concealed in the drawer with his private 

ers where he had the first draft. The 
ictment charges in this case, as in the 
other, that Lewis Redwine knew at the 
ced that Jackson had no money in his 


There is no difference in the wording of 
the two indictments, except that one 
charges that a draft was paid July 17th 
ami the other was paid on July 27th. 

No explanation has been made publicly 
of the reason for these two drafts. There 
are two theories. One is that the money 
was for personal use, and the other is that 
it was to be employed in carrying out a ne- 
gotiation in which the often mentioned and 
mysterious syndicate was interested. The 
real reason will develop on the trial. 

Captain Harry Jackson was in the grand 
jury room all the morning. 

‘The drafts mentioned in the indictments 
were found in Redwine’s~ desk after he 
fied, it is understood, on the first investi- 

tion of his effects by the officials of the 

ank and the committee representing the 

clearing house. At that conference Cap- 
tain Jackson was present as counsel for 
the bank. | 


Mr. Rountree Testities. 


Mr, Dan Rountree was the first witness 
calied by the grand jury yesterday morning. 
He remained in the room for an hour and 
a half. His examination was close and 
his conversation with LewWis Redwine was 
unfolded in detail. ° 

At the first investigation Mr. Rountree 
refused to disclose the conversation which 
he and Lewis Redwine had on the night of 
February 22d. He took tbe position that 
the conversation was in the nature of a 
professional interview, and he presumed 
that Redwine so regarded it, and that 
Rountrée held it to e a con 
fidentia? communication of a priv- 
ileged character. After that the grand 
jury called Lewis Redwine and asked him 
it Mr. Rountree had been consulted as a 
lawyer. The prisoner replied that he had 
not so consulted him anu did not consider 
kis conyersation a professional — secret. 
So yesterday when this statement 
was made to the attorney he 
said that he was willfng to testify, and 
had been anxious to tell what he knew and 
so correct the misunderstanding about his 
position in the matter. He proceeded to 
tell of the way in which he was called by 
telephone to see a_ party on im- 
portant business and when <he -‘te- 
sponded he found Lewis Redwine at the 
place designated. He said that he had 
suspected that it might be Redwine who 
called for him, but he did not know until 
he entered the room where the fugitive was 
hiding. 

Redwine had left the bank Tuesday af- 
ternoon, and this was Wednesday night 
about 6 o’clock that the witness saw him 
in the house on Wells street. Redwine had 
read the account of his flight and the dis- 
covery of his shortage in ‘The Constitution 
that morning.. He had been drinking and 
brooding over it all day, and was nervous 
and broken down and in a pitiable condi- 
tion, mentally and physically. 

He was the picture of despair and wretch- 
edness. He wept bitterly and the consola- 
tion was very painful and constrained. 

Mr. J\ingsberry, the foreman of the jury, 
asked for a full statement as nearly as the 
witness could recall it of what else trans- 
pired. 

The witness answered that the first thinz 
Redwine had said to him was that he wanted 
to consult him as a friend and as a lawver. 

Replying to a question from the jury Mr. 
Rountree said that he is not one of Redwine’s 
lawyers now. He stated that he Jad refused 
to ge into the case: that soon”’aftér Rea- 
wine's arrest he sent for him twice and urged 
him to assist in his defenseg but_that, after 
a full conference with Redwine’s attoreneyst 
he, Rountree, differed with them as to the 
line of policy to be adopted, and therefore 
declined to go into the ease. 

There was a great deal of testimony 
from the witness but the nature of it is 
kept secret. He stated that he had no 


knowledge whatever of the shortage until 


Redwine disappeared. He was sure that 
Redwine’s friends generally had no idea 
that his accounts were short. 

The witness wished to be understood 
clearly as having declined to testify before 
simply because he considered the inter- 
view with Redwine a privileged communi- 
cation until Redwine waived that right. 

Mr. Wellborn Hill, vice president of the 
suspended bank. was in the jury room for 
a short time. President Lod Hill has gone 
to New York to sell the bank property if 
the trade can be made.

A Great Demand for Money and Collections 
Good. 


" New York, April 14.—R. G. Dun & Co’s. 
weekly review says: The ruling fact in 
the business situation is the outgo of gold— 

400,000 Tuesday, $1,000,000 and possi- 

ly more today—with the prospect of a 
large amount Tuesday next. Treasury gold 
is again reduced below $2,000,000 in excess 
of the bullion fufid, and there is more talk 
of bond issues, with the ‘old doubt whether 
these would meet the real difficulty, which 
is the enormous excess of imports over ex- 
ports of goods. 

Pig iron is steady, though Bessemer is 
rather weak. Nails are stagnant and bar 
offered by western mills below the cost of 
production at the east. Plates are a little 
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last year. The movement of wool is

markets, cotton 1-4 lower, the pressure 
of enormous stocks here and abroad being 
felt as should have been expected while 
reports of increased acreage come from the 
south. In wheat, the Chicago corner has 
ferced above SO~cents, while TO- cents 
would buy at New York, and receipts at 
western ports 6 nearly 2,000,000 bushels 
in four days. Prices have advanced only 
1-2 cent while corn declined 1-2 cent, and 
oats advanced 1-2 cent. 

_Pork products are a shade stronger, also 
oil; but coffee weaker. The outlook for iron 


at Pittsburg is not so bright, but the glass [ 


trade is faitly good. Trade at Cleveland 
is good: in manufactured iron, quite large, 
with a heavy decrease in wool, rye, barley, 
lard, flour and cheese. Trade in Milwau- 
kee is good and St. Paul and Minneapolis 
increasing, being especially brisk'in lumber. 
At St. Louis, free collections in all lines are 
noted. At Kansas City trade is good with 
large receipts of cattle, and at St. Joseph 
active, while at Sioux City, business is larg- 
er in packing, dry goods and groceries, and 
at Denver fair. At most southern points, 
trade is only fair, but somewhat improv- 
ed at Little Rock, very quiet at New Or- 
leans, with sugar strong and a large demand 
for building materials. At nearly all points 
both north and south, collections are rather 
slow with somewhat more active demand 
for money at most points. 

The business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the last seven days, 
number 209, as compared with totals of 
223 last week. For tthe corresponding 
week last year, the figures were 226.

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THE CHINESE DO NOT EMIGRATE, 


But Merely Go Abroad to Trade, with the 
Intention of Returning Home—A 
Question of Grave Moment.

The Chinese question is looming up into 
great importance. | 

The decision of the Chinese not to com- 
ply with the requirements of the exclusion 
act brings up a conflict which, if enforced 
against them here, will be enforced by the 
Chinese government against American res- 
idents in that country. 

It must be confessed that there is great 
ignorance in this country in regard to the 
Chinese question. The fear under which 
the exclusion laws were passed was that 
the immigration of these people might con- 
tinue to grow larger until they would spread 
over all the western states. This fear is 
regarded as without foundation by Rev. 
Young J. Allen, who for over thirty years 
has represented the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, in China. 

The letter published in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution from an intelligent Chinaman 
calls for a response from Dr. Allen. 

Dr. Allen’s Letter. 


The letter referred to is as follows: 

Editor Constitution—Referring to the ‘‘Opin- 
fon of a Chinaman,” as given in your columns 
this morning, I have to thank you for its 
publication, an@ would like your permission 
to add a few words more, by way of empha- 
sis, to what he has said. The two points 
raised by nim and the suggestions following 
are on the right line, and if they but serve, 
through the help of your initiative, to divert 
attention somewhat to a serious considera- 
tion of the great issue involved, it may be 
that the country, the whole country, will be 
laid under obligations to the present adminis- 
tration, not only for fiscal and tariff reforms, 
but a just and satisfactory solution of the 


lon ending Chinese question. 
yw fo his first point—the character and qual- 


ifications of the men to be appointed minister, 
consul general, etc., to China—what he says 
is suflicient and conclusive, at least to one 
who, like myself, has intimate knowledge of 
the situation in that country, and will doubt- 
less commend itself to the appointing power 
in due time. 
Emigration Never Thought Of. 

Passing over that, therefore, I desire espe- 
clally to call attention to and emphasize a 
statement which occurs in the discussion of 
his second point—the imminence of the Chi- 
nese exclusion act. He says “that emigra- 
tion from America to China or naturalization 
there is never for a moment thought of, nor 
would either be granted if asked for; nor, on 
the other hand, is there such a thing as imml. 
gration from China to America, hor is natu- 
ralization, except in rare cases, even thought 
of by the naielbents. The Chinese come here 
as Americans go there, for temporary rest- 
dence only, while they engage in business.” 
This 1 consider a summary and true state- 
ment of the facts as regards both countries, 
and rightly and correctly understood neither 


the subject nor idea of emigration enters into. 


the intercougse hitherto existing between 
China and America. Americans eannot eml- 
grate to China, they may live there, but al- 
ways at the treaty ports within well-defined 
limits and under the American flag and juris- 
diction—never under. the Chinese, Thisis true 
of Americans in all heathen lands. The ex- 
tra-territoriality clause in all treaties  be- 
tween heathen and Christian nations makes 
this provision. Hence, our consular ofticers 
are armed with judicial powers. In no sense 
is an American, wherever resident in China, 
amenable to Chinese law. It is absurd, there- 
fore, to speak of Americans, however long 
resident there, as emigrants to China. Nor, 
on the other hand, do the Chinese emigrate 
to other lands. They are found in all the 
countries of southeast Asia, and in all the 
islands, as Japan, Corea, Siam, Burma, the 
Malay. peninsula, the Philippines, Borneo, 
Java, Sumatra, ete., but never, except in 
rare instunees, so far as I know, as bona 
fide emigrants. They never remove their 
families, never assimilate with any people, 
except moderately in Siam, where there have 
been cases of intermarriage. It is equally 
absurd, therefore, as is done in our treaties 
with China, to speak of the Chinese as im- 
migrants to this country. There is no thought 
of immigration among them. 
Something That Does Not Exist. 


Hence, can readily be seen the fallacy un- 
derlying all our dealings withthe Chinese 
question, and how absurd to attempt to deal 
with semething that does not exist and can 
never exist, in their case, till some radical 
revolution shall have overtaken the country 
and made it desirable that the famlly unit, 
not the individual alone, shall seek a home 
elsewhere. 

The only solution, therefore, that would 
seem at all suited to the case is the one your 
correspondent has arrived at, ‘“‘That America 
reduce the whole question to one of simple 
commercial intercourse and grant to China 
here all she grants to Americans there, to- 
wit: Liberty to trade at certain ports, with 
right of residence, etc., at the same, while 
her literati and students have the same lib- 
erties here as missionaries are accorded in 
China.”

A Bad Law. 


The anti-Chinese law, passed during 
President Harrison’s administration, 
will shock the moral sense of our peo- 
ple when their second sober thought 
asserts itself. 

The original act provides for the reg- 
istration of all Chinese laborers in the 
United States before the 5th of May. 
Each Chinaman was required to be iden- 
titied and photographed, or be imprison- 
ed one year and deported to China. 
The treasury officials have modified the 
law so that photographs will be dis- 
pensed with, but the Chinese obeying 
instructions from their home _ govern- 
ment will disregard the act. Now, 
what are we going to do about it? As 
a Christian and civilized nation, can we 
afford to indict a whole people? What 
will be the verdict of the world, and of 
history. if we imprison or deport the 
100,000 Chinese in this country? 

The enforcement of this remarkable 
act will make it necessary to persecute 
many inoffensive and industrious toil- 
ers, and the deportation of all of them 
would cost the government $5,000,000. 

We have no right to single out any’ 
class of our population and treat. its 
members as we propose to treat: the 
Chinese under the Geary act. Let this 
law stand, and all foreigners will feel 
that they are in danger of similar op- 
pression some time in the future. 

If the Chinese refuse to obey this law 
they will simply show a proper degree 
of self-respect and courage. The em- 
peror of China would be justifiable in 
retaliating by banishing every Ameri- 
ean in his empire, and suspending diplo- 
matic and trade relations with the 
United States. How an American con-) 
gress could consent to such a statute, 
and. how an American president could 
sign it, will always remain a mystery. 
Give the Chinese a chance. If they can 
win their way it is all right. All class-

The experiment of establishing state 
saloons in South Carolina is socialistic 
or nothing. 

When a state can abolish private 
ownership and private control in one 
line of business, and substitute govern- 
ment ownership and control, it can do 
it in any other line of business. 

We laugh at the socialists who want 
the government to take charge of the 
railways, telegraph lines, and manufac- 
turing industries of the country, but 
here is a precedent. The St. Louis Re- 
public says of it: 

Those who think this impossible will do 
well to study this South Carolina case. Here 
is business in which hundreds of thousands 
were invested taken out of private hands by 
a mere act of the legislature. It was a law- 
ful business and this action is outrageously 
unjust to the men who on the faith of the 
state had invested money in it. But no one 
thinks it strange that this business is wiped 
out, and no court will decide that the law 
which gives the state of South Carolina a 
monopoly of the business of selling liquor in- 
side its boundaries is unconstitutional or void. 
The saloon property rights of South Carolina 
have gone where ‘vested rights’’ in slaves 
went before and where a great many other 
vested rights will go also if the millionaires 
of America do not learn to show greater re- 
spect for individual rights, in upholding 
which, and in no other way, can a successful] 
stand be made against the socialism of the 
oppressed, which is the answer their radical- 
ism makes to the radicalism of the commune 
of capital. : 

It is time to heed the danger signals 
to be seen in every quarter. The demo- 
cratic party must carry out its policy 
of tariff and financial reform without 
delay. An oppressive financial system, 
a robber tariff, and the governmental 
favoritism under which a few privileged 
classes have been enriched at the ex- 
pense of the mases are responsible for 
the spread of socialistic ideas) We must 
lose no time in redeeming the pledges 
of the democratic platform, or social- 
ism, wide-spread and rampant, will give 
the government trouble. 

The South Carolina experiment is a 
menace to good government. It is 
socialism pure and simple.

It is said by experts that, 
if one of these furious storms should 
strike New York, Chicago or St. Louis, 
the tall buildings and many other struc- 
tures would be demolished like so many 
card houses. But, for some mysterious 
reason, they have never had to stand 
the test.

They have frequently caused more or 
less destruction in the counties around 
us, but during Atlanta’s half century 
of existence she has never been visited 
by one of these terrific gales. . Some 
very intelligent men argue that the con- 
formation of the country switches these 
storms to either side of us, or sends 
them into the upper air. Others are 
positive that we will get a full dose 
whenever a big cyclone or tornado 
heads in this direction. But we may 
zo along for another fifty years, and 
perhaps forever, without such an un- 
pleasant visitor.

More Abont Mr. Buck. 


Editor Coastitution—I have obse 
pleasure the positioa taken by a. Seueeee 
tion in the matter of federal official patron- 
age and the right of Georgia to an equitable 
share therein. As a democrat who has helped 
bear the fightings and failures of the party in 
its battles with republicanism, sectionalism 
and centralization since 1868, when we ob- 
tained again the right to fight for our rights 
at all, 1 believe, the decision of the people 
finally reached in favor of a democratic ad- 
ministration of the government means just 
that thing—democratic measures made law 
and democratic officials to inaugurate reforms 
and enforce equity and economy in the pub- 
lic service, that has been so viciously abused 
by repubdican partisanship and extravagance. 

You are conspicuously right in calling at- 
tention to the fact that the longer retention 
in office of Marshal Alfred E. Buck is con- 
trary to democratic policy and promises, 
and becomes daily a demorratic imposition 
upon the known desires and expectations of 
the democrats of Georgia... We cannot un- 
derstand by what manner of influence he con- 
tinues to hold responsible office u/dor a demo- 
cratic president. What claim has he to 
democratic indulgence or sufferance? No man 
in all the government service, ip his place 
and to fhe measure of his power, has been 
a more active, offensive, pestiferous partisan 
than Colonel Buck. 

He holds himself the idea that the bene- 
ficiary of a party and its power should be a 
vigilant and diiigent fighter for its suprem- 
acy aud perpetuation. That is his political 
creed and he has lived up to it to the last 
letter. He has expected no favors from the 
democrats and is even surprised himself at 
the grace that is being shown him, py this 
continued retention of himself in the enjoy- 
ment of power and emolument. . 

Who is Colonel Buck? I hold nothing 
against him because he was born and politi- 
caliy educated in Maine; because he was a 
federal soldier with the armies of invasion: 
or because of his holding a different theory 
of government from that which prevails and 
has always been supreme in the south. What 
I do hold against him is that from the day 
he left the union army and began his political 
career among the negroes of the Mobile dis- 
trict, in Alabama, being elected to congress 
by the negro vate, backed by bayonets and 
glorying in the sobriquet of “Dog River 
Back,” because it made him a god among the 
Dog river negroes, he has at all times acted 
upon bis theory that the white people of the 
south ought to be subject to control from 
Washington headquarters and the negro given 
the right to rule in our local affairs. He has 
neyer sympathized with any endeavor, but 
bitterly fought Jonathan Noreross, William 
Markbam, John A. Wimpy and others when- 
ever they attempted to make the republican 
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ed te fight southern 
political rights. I think he 
had far more than enough. , He held all 
through Mr. Cleveland’s former administra- 
tion by the protection of a judicial office 
under a republican federal judge, but when 
he quit that life berth, practically, to take 
the marshalship, he put himself where the 
next democratic president could remove him 
instanter and that is what we want done 
today, tomorrow or next day, at the farthest! 
The Censtitution has been criticised, I see, 
for printmg a very forewarning interview 
with Tom Watson. I ‘thank you for that 
stroke of judgment, for many of us will 
know better how to fight Tom, when he 
comes again, by reason of that interview. 
But none of yorr critics have taken interest 
in Colonel Buck’s removal from office, even 
after his own confession that in the Black- 
Watson campaign last year, he, Buck, fur- 
nished most of his Georgia campaign fund 
to the Watson side of the fight. He says that 
he put the bulk of aH the money he raised 
from republican sources into the fight to help 
Watson defeat Black, and he made it neces- 
sary for the democrats to be doubly vigilant 
and strain every resource to meet the money 
power that Watson had and could have gotten 
from no other direction, had not Buceé been 
his banker and backer. Mr. Cleveland has 
rewarded Major Gary for helping so yaliant- 
ly to defeat Watson; will he longer suffer 
Buck to enjoy office and salary for helping 
Watson with cash and votes to desperately 
endeavor the defeat of Black and democracy?

National Ranke vs. State Banks. 


Editor Constitution—With no intention to 
reflect upon others, for there are many state 
banks and bankers, strong and well managed, 
which possess the confidenc¢ of the public, we 
desire to direct attention to some of the safe- 
guards thrown around the banks doing busi- 
ness under license .from the general govern- 
ment, permitted the use of the word ‘‘nation- 
al’’ in connection with their titles. 

In the first place, these banks are required 
to publish reports of their condition at least 
five times during the year, which must be 
sworn to by the president or cashier, and 
attested by three directors, and a false state- 
ment on the part of these officers 1s a felony 
punished by a heavy fine and imprisonment. 

The dates of these reports are selected by 
the comptroller of currency, and the Call 
comes without the slightest intimation to the 
banks, for a showing on a day already past, 
making it impossible to do any ‘cooking. 

Second, at least once a year, and as many 
more times as the comptroller thinks best, a 
special expert examiner is required to go 
through the books, loans ‘and general assets 
of the banks, and make a special, private re- 
port of each institution to the chief of the 
department. These examinations are made 
at irregular intervals, and without notice. 

Again, the stockholders of national banks, 
who are people of means, usually, outside 
their holdings of bank stock, are by this ad- 
mirable banking law made liable to the de- 
positors in double the amount of their stock, 
thus affording 100 per cent greater protection 
to persons dealing with them than would be 
the case were the Liabilities limited to the 
amount actually invested in the stock. 

As a result of these, and other minor points, 
one of the first statements usually flashed 
over the wires, after the announcement of 
the closing of a national bank, even as the 
result of the grossest mismanagement or dis- 
honesty, is “the depositors will be paid ip 
full.’’ 

‘This has been especially noticeable in con- 
nection with the several recent failures of 
National banks in our own and neighboring 
states. 

Please note, first, that national bank notes 
are good anywhere. The loss to depositors is 
so insignificant that it is hard to find a dect- 
mal small enough to express the pro rata loss 
to depositors since the origin of the system. 

Now. will some one answer for the informa- 
tion of a national bank man the following 
question ? 

When and where did a state bank suspend 
and afterwards reopen for business with .no 
loss to depositors? 

When and where did a state bank or pri- 
vate banker within twelve months after fail- 
ure pay 50 per cent of the amount due de- 
positors ? 

Assuming that statistics prove the fact, 
first, that. national banks do pay their depos 
itors after failure, as proven by the record, 
and assuming that state banks and private 
bankers do not pay depositors after failure, 
then any one can see that there must be 
some underlying cause to produce this effect. 

Pardon me, as a national bank man, if I 
say that the cause is that under government 
supervision a national bank is agre to be de- 
tected before the capital and w#irplus is lost 
or abstracted, while the state bank or private 
banker is sure not to be. SELMA.

James Whitcomb Riley, with “that old 
Sweetheart” of his, to say nothing of that 
everlasting pair of ‘intellectual eyeglass- 
es’ on his nose, scattered precious leaves 
of his “old fashioned ruses” out to a crowd- 
ed house at DeGive’s last night. 

It was the same old Jim Riley, happy, 

konest, witty and bright, and the hours flew 
ike brief minutes, chased by a Georgia cy- 
clone or a grensed streak of lightning. 
_ The distinguished poet of the “hoosier 
land” reached the city yesterday on the 
Western and Atlantic train from Nash- 
ville, where he read to a crowded house the 
Somewhat weuried out by 
the trip he was disposed to rest in his room 
at the Kimball for the hour or two that re- 
mained for him before the time for his read- 
ing arrived, but promptiy at the hour he 
smiled and bowed his way out from behind 
the scenes upon the stage and greeted with 
a happy air the hundreds of upturned faces 
awaiting him. 

After music by the string quartet to mel- 
low things a little, Mr. Riley claimed the 
attention of his audience with one of his 
inimitable character sketches from his land 
of the “hoosiers.” It was all that the an- 
dience knew it would be, and received 
rounds of applause. I*rom the moment 
that he finished his first reading It was evi- 
dent that he had the people before him in 
full sympathy with his strain, and that, 
despite his slight cold and rough voice he 
would have to respond with an extra num- 
ber for each part of the programme. And 
he did untj] he asked in pity to be excused 
ov account of the weakness of his voice. 

He gave the perfect imitation of the con- 
sequential country school teacher 50 well 
that he was frequently stopped 10 the 
inidst of it by the outbursts of appreciative 
applause. ‘This was all that was neces- 
sary to give him heartier zest and now 
and then when the audience broke forth 
in repeated cheering he would as if he had 
forgotten and thought himself the teacher 
sure enough, wave his hands to the audience 
and murmur just as we have all heard 
the school teachers in the country schools 
down in Georgia murmur “O, come, come 
now children, keep quiet—don't forget that 
the schoolroom is not the place for undue 
levity.”

AFTERWARDS ARRESTED FOR ROBBING 


A Friend, He Confesses His Guilt—He Is 
a Very Talkative Book Agent, 
and Dresses Well. ‘ 


J. W. Curtis, debonnair, light-hearted and 
joyous, sells bookg and talks for a living. 
He dresses as well as he talks. He has 
an irresistible manner, and prides himself 
upon his tntuitive qualities. He believes 
he was born to look beneath the veil 
of pretense and appearance and see the 
guilt and crime hidden there. 

Mr. Curtis presented his application for 
a ‘position on the Atlanta detective force 
under peculiar circumstances and the cir 
cumstances are these: 

Mr. Curtis hus been for as many weeks 
as he can remember a book agent. He is 
finely fitted for this business, as he has 
unequaled conversational powers. In a 
very few minutes he can talk the average 
man into desperation, and get him to the 
point where he will buy a book in self-de- 
fense. He has a friend named George 
H. Thomas, who has a good position at 
Fors McPherson as clerk. 

Mr. Curtis frequently calls on Mr. Thom- 
as and the two are quite chummy. ‘wo 
nights ago, in response to an invitation, Mr. 
Curtis went to Mr. Thomas’s bourding 
house op Peters street to spend the night. 
The following morning when the two 
friends arose from their eouches they found 
that a thief had been in the room. Mr. 
Thomas had sufferéd in purse to the ex- 
tent of $60. Curtis had fared less disas- 
trously. He had only lost $1.90 and two 
buoks. 

He straightway advised Thomas to get 
a detective and Thomas went him one 
better and got two, Detectives Looney and 
Cason. He caiied on Chief Wright, who 
detaHed these officers. The detectives met 
the friends in the room and they gave 
their theory of the robbery. Curtis ad- 
mitted that he was cursed with native 
ability in seeing into deep and complicated 
affairs aud he volunteered his services to 
assist in finding the thief. The detectives 
saw that Curtis was a promising man_and 
readily agreed for him to assist them. 

A more industrious amateur detective 
than Curtis was never fieard of in any 
town. He worked like a beaver. He 
turned up evidence in the most unexpected 
apd surprising manner. He delved. into 
clues with the ability of a Vidocq, and re- 
ceived many compliments from the detec- 
tives. e was so encouraged by the 
praise of the detectives that he was in- 
duced to formally make application for a 
place on the detective force. Yesterday 
afternoon he met the two detectives, Loon- 
ey and Cason, at Jacobs’s corner by ap- 
pointment and told them that he had the 
thing down pat and would soon have the 
thief. They drank soda water with him 
and asked him to the police station. 

They had a little surprise in store for Am- 
ateur Dective Curtis. They had been work- 
ing on a different clue from that which he 
had been so faithfully following, and had 
come to the conclusion that he, Curtis, was 
the thief. Curtis wanted a fight. How 
dared they say that. It was an insult that 
only blood could avenge. 

The detectives talked with him for a few 
minutes, producing surprising results. He 
weakened and confessed that he was a thief 
and had stolen the money. This confession 
was unnecessary as the detectives had found 
where he had placed the money on deposit 
in bank the day after stealing it. He was 
locked up and will be prosecuted. 

Mr. Thomas was perhaps the most as- 
tonished of the two when told of Curtis's 
confession. He had never suspected. him 
of the theft. Curtis regrets that his bright 
prospects of obtaining a place on the city 
detective force were so rudely shattered. 


OPPOSING COLONEL DISMUKE. 


Mr. Sid Phelan Enters a Vigorous Fight 
Against Him for the Marshalship. 

Mr. S. H. Phelan has entered a vigor- 
ous fight against Colonel Fred Dismuke, 
of Griffin, for the marshalship of the north- 
ern district of Georgia—not that Mr. Phe- 
lan wauts it for himself, for he does not, 
but because he does not want Mr. Dismuke 
to have it. 

Mr. Phelan has taken the stump, so to 
speak, and says that he proposes to assail 
him from evéry point of the compass. 

When asked his reasons he stated that 
his letter to the attorney general expressed 
his position. 

The letter is as follows: 

Atiantu, Gu., March 31,1893.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney, Washington, D. C.: Dear Sir— 
Seeing from the pubiie prints that Mr. Fred 
Dismuke is an applicant for and is likely to 
be appointed marshal of the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia, I desire as ap humble dem- 
oreat to enter my protest thereto, and beg 
to give my reasons for so dolug. 

In the mouth of January, 1890, I was con- 
ducting a business termed under the statutes 
of Georgia, ‘“‘dealer in futures.’’ The state 
law required that all such dealers or their 
agents should register and pay a certain li- 
cenise. There was some question as to wheth- 
er the particular business which I did, came 
under this law, and the party having it in 
charge employed Mr. Dismuke, in his capacity 
Aas a lawyer—paying him a fee of 3100—to ad- 
vise and represent him in the matter. He 
(Dismuke) advised that we were not liable for 
the license, and went before the grand jury 
and convinced them to the extent, at least, 
that they found no true Dill. 

During the month of April following, I fail- 
ed. Mr. Dismuke being among the creditors 
of the Griffin house. e immediately swore 
out warrants for me for doing business with- 
ont license and sent it to Atlanta for exe- 
eution. I was arrested and carried to Grif- 
fin. T at once waived examination and gave 
bend, Then commenced the tactics led by 


Dismuke of having me arrested every time 


I started to leave town. I would give bond, 
6 to my hotel and wait for hours for a train 
eing unmolested Sy the sheriff, until just. as 

1 would step op the train, when he would tell 

me that he had a warrant for me. He was 

enabled to issue the numerous warrants by 
the inferior courts holding that each transac- 
tion of business was a separate violation of 
the law, if any offense had been committed. 

These tactics were kept up until my brother 

over my protest furnished my attorney money 

with which to settle the claims of Dismuke. 
This was all done and directed by Mr. Dis. 
muke, a lawyer who had been employed to di- 
rect me in the right way with regard to the 
license, and I thing shows him a man unfit 
to occupy the position to which he aspires. 
As to myself I refer you to the entire Ala- 
bama delegation, senators and representa- 
tives, Genral Gordon, General Colquitt, Sec- 
retary Smith. Secretary Herbert, and some 
of the Georgia representatives. Yours re- 
spectfully. Ss. H. PHELAN. 
We the undersigned accompanied Mr. Phe. 

Inn to Griffin to act as his bondsmen, and 

were witnesses to the manner of his arrestg 

as set forth in the above letter, and that Mr 

Dismuke was the directing spirit in the perse- 

cution.

THE NEW YORK MAREET. 


The Day on the Ficor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—A much firmer tone 
charactierized the dealings at the stock ex- 
change today. Manhattan suffered a decline 
‘of 6 points to 1591-2, and Richmond Termi- 
nal securities broke badly on sales by holders, 
who were disappointed by the announcement 
of Drexel, Morgan & Company regarding the 
reorganization. The firm in question gave no 
particulars as to the basis on which holders 
of these securities are to participate in the 
plan, but simply invite them to tender their 
stocks aral bonds and they will name the con- 
ditions hereafter. Richmond Terminal com- 
mon dropped 15-8 to 8 3-8; preferred, 81-2 to 
80, and trust 5s, 31-2 to 44. The preferred 
recovered to 35 and-the trust 5s to 45. Man- 
hattan rallied from 159 1-2 to 163 1-2, reaected 
to 1601-2 and closed at 1611-4 bid. These 
movements failed to have any appreciable in- 
fluence in the general market, which steadily 
gained strength despite active opposition on 
the part of the bears. 

Missouri Pacific was at one time forced 
down from 505-4 to 491-4, but the stock 
closed at 503-8, against 497-S yesterday. 
The selling of this ‘stock for short ac 
count was on a large scale, but the insiders 
gave it effective support... The advance other- 
wise was equal to 1-2 to 17-8 per cent, the 
latter in Whisky, which sold up to 281-8, 
There was a good inquiry for Cordage, Sugar, 
Lead, the Grangers, the Coalers and the Van- 
derbilts, which left off with net gains of 1-2 
to 2 percent. Pittsburg and Western was also 
noticeably strong and sold up from 291-8 to 
#0 1-8. . 

The bulls were more aggressive than of 
late, owing to the fact that gold shipments 
are less than anticipated. Tomorrow's steam- 
ers will take out only $1,250,000, and it is 
quite possible that the shipments next week 
will fall below $3,000,000, although much is 
ependent on the ability of the bankers to dis- 
pose of bills at satisfactory rates in the 
meantime. The market continues easy and 
currency is flowing freely this way, all of 
which tend to contradict the effect of the 
outflow of the yellow metal. The market 
closed strong at or near the best figures of 


the day.

NEW YORK, April 14—A better demand for cotton 
in Liverpool today inereased the sales to 8,008 bales, 
which is the normal business of a Manchester market 
day. Our advices from Manchester state that trade is 
improving, and spinners manife st a disposition to in- 
crease their holdings at these prices. On these advices 
and an advance in Liverpool of from 2@3-8{d over last 
evening’s closing prices our market opened a shade 
better and advanced 5@6 points over yesterday’s final 
prices. Telegrams, however, were received from Texas 
reporting rains in Palestine and through the northern 
belt, which brought selling orders, causing our markét 
to decline sharply within ten minutes to 8.03 for August. 
At this point prices have been steady since the early 
part of the session. These rains appear to have fallen 
just at the right time throughout northern Texas and 
as far south as Austin. The southern part of Texas is 
still without rain, and the weather probabilities do not 
indicate any further precipitation, simply proguosti- 
cating generally fair and colder weather. The rainfall 
seems to have been accompanied by a temperature 
ranging from 32 to 40 degrees, which can scarcely be 
considered favorable for the young plant, and still 
colder weather is anticipate’. Tonight, bowever, this 
coid weather will undoubtediy quickly pass away, and 
the moisture will benefit the section of country over 
which it has fallen. The temper of our market is very 
bearish, as ts also the feeling throughout the Missis- 
sippi valley, and little resistance to a declineis shown 
until the market reaches the ncighborhood of 8c,where 
buying orders appear: to check the downward tendency. 
A change in the sentiment is not likely to occur until 
Liverpool makes a stand. Our cables report that the 
better feeling in Liverpool was naturally weakened by 
the advices of rain, and that market closed steady 
at last evening’s prices. While the market is not as 
weak as yesterday, and the supply of cotton does not 
seem to be as large, the steadiness in prices is due 
simply to investment buying by the larger merchanta 
under the influence of cold rains and the anticipation 
of frost predicted by the government for Saturday and 
Sunday at Vicksburg. The market gathered strength 
during the afternoon, and closes very steady at 1@2 
points above last evening’s prices. The rally has been 
largely local, but only shows to what extent the selling 
has developed a short interest in the market.

Mrs. White swore that she recognized 
one Brooks who is a church deacon, and 
Dr. Dan Rogers was supposed to h 
recognized. Against Jesse Brooks, the dea- 
con, there have been eleven true bills found, 
and Dr. Rogers was put into jail in default 
of seven bonds of $1, each. .

W. T. Newman, fifty-nine years old, a 
comfortably fixed citizen, a highly resject- 
ed and well thought of gentleman, of 111 
Crew street, this city, who has been at 
tending the revival services at Trinity 
church siuce they began ten days ag0, 
returned from one of the services Thurs- 


day night and took ten grains of mor- 


phine, from thie deadly effects of which he 
died at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The morpbine was taken with suicidal 
intent, and the act was as deliberately 
planned and carried out as it weil could 
be. Why he should want to die is 4 
mystery. He is fairly well-to-do, has a 
good home, and his domestic life has been 
as seemingly happy as that of any man, 
notwithstanding which, it seems that he 
has had a strong desire tv die for several 
months past. Six months ago, his son 
states, he took morphine with nearly fatal 
consequences and offered no explanation 
for his rashness but the statement that 
he was tired of living. 
In the months that followed this desire 


to die seemed to grow upon him. He was | 


melancholy frequently, morbidly so. Things 
viewed in his exaggerated light, seemed 
to go wrong with him and the battle of 
life was no longer worth waging. Days 
ago he ran up the flag of surrender. 

This week Mr. Newman has been at- 
tending the services at ‘T'rintty church 
and has wanifested a serious interest in 
the inspiring scenes that he has seen en- 
acted in the sanctuary there. He seemed 
deeply moved by the burning words of 
the earnest minister, the penitential tears 
of the returning prodigals, and the devoted 
acts of the veterans in the service of God. 
He watched it all with an interest deeper 
and more significant than manifested itself 
on the surfacan ‘The wife who sat trust- 
ingly by him had no intimation of te 
trugedy that was brewing to destroy the 
husband at her side. 

Thursday night Mr. Newman returned 
from church as usuai and went to his bed- 
room. He had few words for his family 
and his mind appeared to be preoccupied. 
As this was notuing new, his family was 
not apprehensive of any wrouble. 

A tew minutes after he retired the at- 
tention of the family was attracted to 
Mr. Newman by his strange and unnatural 
breathing. 
quick to discover that he was under the 
influence of some powerful drug. He 
breathed with difficulty and his eyes had 
a vacant look in them. 

Mr. Newman’s son hastily summoned Dr. 
Hunter Coopery@who promptly responded 
and found Mr. Newman in an unconscious 
state. 

Another doctor was also called in, and 
together the two physitians made heroic 
efioris to bring the unfortunate man back 
to life. They only partially succeeded. 
To the many questions put to him the only 
replies Mr. Newman wauld make were: 

“I got if at )3=6—** Sse. and “I took ten 
grains.” 

After that he sank into a deep, death-like 
stupor, from which all the efforts of the 
two physicians could not rally him. He 
lingered throughout the night in a stupor, 
and death woukl have come to him earlier 
but for the undaunted physicians who la- 
bored like heroes to save him, and would 
aot accept defeat until their patient wus 


All yesterday mneorning Mr. Newman 
lay in the sleep that means death at the 
end. At 1 o'clock he died. It was but

Coroner Paden was notified and went at 
once to the undertaking establishment of 
W. H. Patterson, where the body had been 
earried, and held an inquest. The two 
physicians and the son of Mr. Newman 
were the only witnesses examined. Their 
evidence covered about the same ground 
as the details given above. The son of the 
dead mar swore that his father had once 
before, about six months ago, attempied 
to take his life by taking morphine, and 
had only been thwarted in his purpose by 
the strong work of the physicians. A ver- 
dict was found in accordance with the evyi- 
dence. 

Mr. Newman was fifty-ning years old 
and had a nice, comfortable home at 111

The police commissioners took a final

The question of the uniforms has shown 
symptoms of persistence equal to that of 
the celebrated phantom representative of 
Banquo, and has appeared and reappeared 
and persistently r¢fused to down.

They 
walked with him out Marietta street and 
managed to get him on the railroad where 
it is quieter, and fewer people are to be 
seen, When near the outskirts of the city, 
just opposite the elevator works, the four 
negroes stopped Henry and pronounced to 
him the fateful words, “your money or your 


life.”

They, with many choice Oaths, 
informed him that if he didn’t instantly 
give up his money, they would kill him, then 
and there. Henry trembled and quaked, 
and begged to b let off. I*inally, the ne- 
groes produced a rope and lost no time in 
fastening it about the neck of the hapless 
Henry. ‘They fastened it to a beam and 
gathered hold of the business end of it, the 
four negroes tugged away at it until the 
writhing struggling Henry was raised into 
the air, 

Dickson was in a terrible fix. He could 
neither free himself Dor cry out. His 
tongue protruded from his mouth and his 
eyes bulged out like morning stars. Just at 
this juncture one of the negroes let go of 
his hold on the rope and was proceeding 
to go through Dickson’s pockets when three 
railroad men appeared upon the scene, At 
sight of the men, the negroes turned loose 
the rope and started to run. Dickson dropped 
to the ground with the old familiar dull 
thud. The railroad men called to the ne- 
groes to halt, which they did, all save two. 

The two who were captured were Eman- 
ue] Moses and Clifford Park. he rail- 
road men turned them over to Partolman 
J. Harris, who sent them to police 
headquarters and had them locked up. 
The two men will be prosecuted in the state 
courts.

Gossip and News Caught at the Capitol 
Yesterday—Military Matters and 
ie a New Order Issued. 


There was an interesting case before Gov- 
ernor Northen yesterday. 

It was the case against the county officers 
of Warren county ‘brought against them by 
complaint of a committee of citizens of that 
county. 

A few weeks ago the governor received the 
complaints of the citizens of Warren coun- 
ty, Messrs, O. L. Wilhoit, L. A. Carson 
and O. E. English, that the county treas- 
urer, tax collector and coroner were not un- 
der sufficient bond. The petition went fur- 
ther to ask the governor to take some step 
toward making the interest of the county 
taxpayers more secure than while the bonds 
are no better than they claim them to be at 
present. 

The governor immediately gave notice to 
the county officers against whom the com- 
plaints were made to appear at his office 
and show cause why they should not be re- 
quired to give better bonds. 

Yesterday was the day set for the hear- 
ing, and the attorney general and the gov- 
ernor were quite busy all day with th 
case, J 

Colonel] E. P. Davis, representing the 
county officers in the case, made the fight 
in defense of the bonds of the officers, while 
Colonel] Joe Terrell, attorney general argu- 
ed for the state and the county of Warren. 

The interest that attaches to the case 
seems to be a sort of political interest. All 
of the county officers of Warren county 
recently elected were third partyites. The 
political excitement in the county over the 
election was both bitter and intense, 

The third partyites were successful after 
a very hard fought battle at the polls. 
But, the funny part of it all is that Colonel 


Davis, the attorney for the third party offi- - 


cers in this case, was not only an enthusi- 
astic democrat ‘in the recent election, but 
was likewise also chairman of the county 
democratic executive committee and waged 
deadly warfare against the third party in 
all of its shapes and forms. 

The governor has not reached and will 
not reach a decision in the cases for several 
days. The chief argument the citizens 
raise against the bonds of the county ofli- 
cers is that the men on the security of each 
are not down in the books of the county as 
paying tax on enough property to make 
good the bond that the law requires the ofli- 
cers shall give.

The American Flag. 


Lieutenant Satterlee crossed his legs 
under his mahogany at military headquart- 
ers yesterday, blew a halo of sweet tobacco 
smoke above his head and watching it drift 
away like clouds of battle smoke, sighed 
“How few of us patriotic American citi- 
zens can trace the history of our own flag?’ 

There were two or three captains and 
lieutenants in the office, and not one of them 
could tell when the stars and stripes, com- 
monly called “old glory,” had first waved 
over “a land of the free and the home of 
the: brave.” 

“The American congress established_by 
resolution at Philadelphia, June 14, 1777, 
the country’s flag,” resumed Lieutenant 
Satterlee. “Although a year previous, 
America had become free and independent, 
this is the earliest legislation adopting 
the stars and stripes. It is not knowm who 
designed the fiag. It has been claimed 
that a Mrs. John Ross, an upholsterer, 
of Philadelphia, was the maker of the first 
flag and that she was called on by a com- 
mittee from congress accompanied by Gen-

; THE SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Three Reports Have Already Been Turned 
in by the Enumerators. 


| SCHOOL CHILDREN OF THREE WARDS. 


In Both, Whitesand Negroes, the Fémales 
Outnum ber e Males—A Good 
Condition Affairs Apparent. 


€ 

The report of three of the school enumer- 
ators appointed by the board of education 
of Atlanta to take the school census has 
been made. 

Taken all in-all the reports do. not show 
a very bad state of affairs and very little 
can be found to criticise. In one instance 
the negroes in one ward have not a sin- 
gle child between the ages of ten and eight- 
een years of age that has not attended the 
public schools, but to offset this, in the 
same ward there are fifty-five who cannot 
read or write, mostly young children. 

The three enumerators who have just 
reported have been at -work continuously 
for about twenty-two days apiece. The 
work commenced on the 15th of March, 
and the enumerators were given until the 
20th of May to get their reports in, only to 
be paid for the actual time consumed in 
getting up the reports. The wards that 
have been turned in are the second, fourth 
and fifth, which were in charge of T. M. 
Cater, C. CG. Davis and George Taylor. 

The total number of white children be- 
tween the ages of ten and eighteen, which 
ages alone are considered in the reports, in 
the three wards named is 4,945. Of these 
2,595 are girls and 2,354 are boys, showing 
as in all the reperts, that the males are 
outnumbered in both whites and negroes. 
Of these sixty-five can neither read nor 
write. Onehundred and seventeen have 
never been in attendance upon a public 
school, and twenty-four have never attend- 
ed a school of any description. The unfortu- 
nates number five idiots, three blind and 
two deaf and dumb. 

The total number of negro children of the 
school age in the three wards named ‘is 
3.171, of which number 1,430 are male and 
1,741 females. Those unable to read or 
write number 385; 237 have never attended 
a public school; 135 have attended no 
school; two are blind, three are idiots and 
two deaf and dumb. 

Keport from the Second Ward. 

The report of T. M. Cater, enumerator 
for the second w ard, shows up as follows in 
the whites: 

Total number of children, 1,724; males, 
809; females, 915; 1 over ten years of age 
unable to read or write: SS never in attend- 
ance upon a public school; 6 never attended 
schoo!, and 2 idiots. 

. The negroes made the following showing: 

Total number of children, 655; males, 
295; females, 360; 136 can neither read nor 
write; 1 blind; 162 have never attended a 
public school and GO have never attended 
any school. 

Report from tho Fourth Ward. 


The enumerator for the fourth ward 
was Mr. C. C. Davis, and he reports as 
follows for the whites: 

Total number of white children of the 
school age, 1,372; of these 626 were boys 
and 744 girls; over the age of ten 44 could 
neither read nor write; 14 never in attend- 
ance upon a public school, 14 never at- 
tended any school, -1 blind, 1 deaf and 
dumb and 1 idiot. 

report of the negro population was 
as follows: 

Number of children between the ages of 
ten and eighteen, 1,671, outnumbering the 
whites by 300; males, 737; females, 934; 
unable to read or write, 19+; seventy-five 
have attended neither a ‘public nor private 
school; blind,-1; 2 deaf and dumb and 2 
idiots. 

Report from the Fifth Ward. 


The school census was conducted by 
George Taylor in this ward. He made his 
report upon the whites as follows: 

Number of whites, male and female, 
1.849; males, 917; females, 932; twenty 
could not read or write, 15 bad attended 
no public school and 4 had been to no 
school; blind, 2; deaf and dumb, 1, and 2 
idiots. 

The children in the fifth ward made the 
best showing of all, and were reported as 
follows: 

Number of children of school age, S45. 
Of these there were 398 males and 447 
females. Fifty-five were unable to read or 
write, but there was nota single child of 
the school age in this ward among the ne- 
groes that had not attended a public school. 
None were deaf, dumb or blind, and there 
was only gne idiot. 

The reports of the enumerators will be 
in very shortly, but several have districts 
not so thickly populated as those reported 
and the consequence is that a longer time 
is necessarily. consumed in making the re- 
port.
